ATHENS, Greece, April 22— 
^ o n g the hard bitten Commun­ 
ist guerillas camped out in the 
mountains of Greece are some 
3,000 girl fighters, many of them 
as warlike as any Amazon of the 
Greek legends. 
These girl guerrillas — most of 
them as warlike as any Amazon 
of the Greek legends. 
These girl guerrillas—most of 
them before the ages of 17 and 
30—share the hardships of the 
long marches and the rough life 
in the open. 
Armed with rifles 
and machine guns, they shoot and 
loot with the fiercest of their 
male comrades. 
Every week a 
few of them are killed, wounded 
and captured. 
One brown-haired Macedonian 
jirl told the soldiers who captured 
ler that she had slipped away 
from home to find excitement in 
the mountains. 
“Besides.” 
she 
added, “all the best looking boys 
in our village had joined thei 
guerrillas.” 
Other guerillas have volunteer­ 
ed for similar reasons, but prob­ 
ably most of the girls in the 
mountain bands joined up with 
the 
muzzles 
of 
guerilla 
rifles 
pressed 
persuasively 
in 
their 
backs. 
Only a few of the girls 
fight because they are determined 
Communists. 
The 
Greek 
government esti­ 
mated that the guerrillas recruit­ 
ed forcibly 2358 women and girls 
during the last six months of 
1947. 
In the first months of thisi 
year they carried awav more at I 
a rate of about 400 a month. 
The new girl recruits are given 
basic m ilitary training just like I 
the men. Then, they are assigned 
to units made up of 10 men and j 
two women and marched off to| 
the camp where they will live I 
between raids. 
Not all the girls are assigned 
combat duty. 
Some cook and 
clean up the camps. 
Others are 
used, when there are no mules 
around, to carry loads of guerril­ 
la ammunition and plunder. 
The guerrillas depend on raids 
against government-held villages 
for most of their food and cloth­ 
ing, but sometimes the pickings 
are so poor they have to eat 
their own mules, an unhappy sit-i 
uation which just makes more! 
work for the girls. 
| 
In their camps the girl guer- 
rillas live in crude huts. 
On 
marches, they sleep in the open.: 
The girl guerilla’s boudoir is ai 
nice flat stone at the edge of a 
mountain stream. 
Her wardrobe' 
is a collection of castoff uniforms 
and looted clothing torn by the 
brambles and soiled from week’s 
of wear. 
The love life of these lady 


warriors is wrapped in mystery. 
Captured 
girl 
guerillas 
claim 
there is no immorality in the 
mountain bands. 
They say the 
guerilla chiefs discourage m ar­ 
riages in the fighting forces, but 
will sometimes permit a civil cer­ 
emony—never the church wed­ 
ding most Greek girls want. 
An engaged couple usually is 
separated presumably to prevent 
soft thoughts of romance from 
interfering with the harsh busi­ 
ness at hand. 
They are told they 
can be married and live happily 
ever after when the Communist 
victory has been won.

J ERUSALEM, April 24.— 
(Æ*)—J ewish militia foug ht 
today to take possession of 
a buffer area to seal off their 
g reatest prize, the port city 
of Haifa. 
While thou sands of weary Arabs 
streamed from the city which was 
captu red by J^ws in a spectacu ­ 
lar 
battle 
Thu rsday , 
Haganah 
gu ns blazed ou t 
at 
Balad 
Esh 
Sheikh and nearby 
Tirah, 
two 
villages abou t five miles east of 
the big port. 
The Arab villages 
are on the road to Nazareth and 
Tiberias, a city of the Sea of 
Galilee from which 
the 
Arabs 
also have been driven by the jews. 
The 
British 
said 
the 
Arabs 
asked for a tru ce at dawn after 
an all-night fight and agreed to 
su rrender their arms. When only 
22 rifles were tu rned in, however, 
the Jews delivered a new u lti­ 
matu m for the delivery of all gu ns 
and the fighting was renewed. The 
latest reports said the British had 
arranged a tem porary tru ce for 
the evacu ation of 
women 
and 
children from the villages. 
A PoUtlcal Rebuff 
Dispatches from Haifa said the 
J ews were try ing to prev ent the 
ev acuation of the 37 ,000 Arabs re­ 
maining in the city . 
The J ews 
considered the ev acuation a poli­ 
tical rebuff, and wanted them to 
remain to demonstrate that Arabs 
and J ews can liv e side by side. 
They offered* the Arabs cooper­ 
ation in solv ing food and supply 
problems. 
Arab leaders replied to J ewish

Attending 
the clinic was an eight y ear old 
girl who has been sponsored by 
the Pettis Cou nty Crippled Chil­ 
dren’s Society for the past three 
y ears, and another girl the society 
has sponsored for the past ten 
y ears. 
A man from Cooper cou nty 
whose dau ghter no one had been 
able to help u ntil he finally took 
her to Dr. William J. Stewart, 
of Colu mbia, who was the ex­ 
amining orthopaedist of the clinic, 
is now better. He praised the 
work of Dr. Stewart and also 
the Pettis cou nty clinic very high­ 
ly .

Taft Accuses 
Stassen of 
About-Face 


Two Head Into 
Home Stretch in 
Ohio Primary Race

CLEVELAND, April 24—(^)— 
Senator Robert 
A. Taft tonight 
accu sed Harold E. Stassen of a 
political abou t-face on the issu e 
of Commu nism, as the two head­ 
ed into the home stretch of their 
hectic Ohio primary race. 
In a radio address, the Ohio 
Senator 
challenged 
Stassen’s 
statement earlier today that the 
M i n n e s o t a n’s R epu blicanism 
closely resembled the G. O. P. 
ou tlook in Congress, and assailed 
the stand taken by Stassen on 
Commu nists. 
Taft’s “Grass Roots” Ohio cam­ 
paign was met later tonight with 
a lou d choru s of boos when he 
appeared before some 2,000 inde­ 
pendent machinist u nionists at 
the Thompson Produ cts Corp.’s 
Tapco division. 
The Ohioan did not deliver a 
nine-page speech prepared for the 
occasion. One of the Tapco offi­ 
cials told the “party ing” u nion­ 
ists after Taft’s arrival: 
No Political Speech 
“Senator Taft is not going to 
make any political speech. We at 
Tapco are friends of every one, 
regardless of politics, so let’s give 
him a hand.” 
The Senator then smilingly ac­ 
knowledged a polite rou nd of ap­ 
plau se and entered briefly into 
the firm ’s party program. 
One of Taft’s aides said the 
reason for the senator’s failu re 
to give his prepared address was 
that he had arrived nearly an 
hou r late at the session. 
In his earlier radio address, 
Taft declared: 
“Mr. Stassen originally adopted 
very mu ch the same view toward 
Commu nism 
that 
President 
Roosevelt held,” said Ttft. “He 
(Stassen) visited Moscow after 
the war and had a long and 
friendly 
conference 
with 
Mr. 
Stalin. X X X .” 
Didn’t Know Difference 
“He did not seem to realize,” 
the Ohioan continu ed, “the basic 
and fu ndamental difference be­ 
tween Commu nism as a totalitar­ 
ian dictatorship and the impossi­ 
bility of appeasing the U.S.S.R. 
“Today , he (Stassen) su ggested 
that the best method of combat­ 
ting Commu nism was to adopt 
social welfare measu res in this 
cou ntry , which Mr. Roosevelt was 
alway s su ggesting. I am all for 
the social welfare measu res, bu t 
we have to adopt a good deal 
more active methods to combat 
Commu nism in the world today . 
“Now Mr. Stassen has swu ng 
over to demand the ou tlawing of 
the Commu nist party . Frankly , I 
don’t know what that means, nor 
does any one else. Under ou r con­ 
stitu tion a man can be a Com­ 
mu nist if he desires.”

The listener in the 
daylight tim e zone still tunes in 
b y the clock ev en though it has 
b een set and hour ahead. 
To Record Program s 
The program s will b e recorded 
-som e on conv entional discs and 
some on magnetic tape—and re­ 
b roadcast one hour later to stand­ 
ard tim e zones. Thus the listener 
in the standard tim e zone also 
gets the program at the same 
hour on this clock which hasn’t 
b een mov ed ahead. 
The new setup eliminates
